FIVE GERMAN AEROPLANES

LONDON, July 22,
The Ilast thres days have bean marked
by extraordinary aerial activity along the
antire West front. Beores of Allled and
Garman machines participated in alr bat-
tles, and five German and two Allled planes
were destroyed. The British War Office
issued the following statement Inst night:

Taking advantage of the fine weather,
the Hoyal Flylng Corpa yesterday cons-
tinued thelr bombing operntions against
points of military Importance with suc-
cessful redults. The hostils alreraft
were Inactive until evening, when a
good deal of fAghting took place hehind
the German lines. One of our offensive
patrols  encountered 11 CGerman ma-
chines, and, an a result, three German
muchines werse shot down, ohe bursting
Into flumes.

RUSSO-JAPANESE PACT
ALLAYS ALLIES’ FEARS
OF KAISER IN ORIENT

Alliance Se{s at Reqt Disquiet-
ing Menace of Co-operation
Between Tokio and
erlin

BAR GERMANS FROM ASIA

TORIO, July 82.<The alllancs which has
Just been complated batween Japan and
Russia has effectually shut Cermany out
af tha Orlent and han set at rest tha dis-
guisting fear In Tussia and England that
Germany and Japan might strike an agress
ment.

An experlenced diplomat, In discussing
the conditiona Arising from the Flusso-Jap-
aneme trealy, gave the following viewns:

"“Tha fundamental fact to he remems
bared) In that Japan s now tha monst
powerful country In the Orlent. 8he In,
In fact, the most powerful country In the
world from & military standpoint.  Al-
though n belligerent, Japan's army and
navy nre free. All tha Far BEastern
rqundrons of the European Powers have
been withdrawn and cannot be replacesd,
The United Statea In engrossed (n  the
Maxlean nituation, The net result of all
this Is that Japan is able to do whatever
ahe shoomas In Asla,

“The alllance between thia country and
Musnia has always besan denired by the
milltary party. It not only strongthens tha
position of Japan, but displaces German In-
fiuenos from tha Orlent and removea the
fearn of thosa who have always thought
that NMussla would fores a quarrel upon
dapan In revengs for the defeat Inflicted
by this country In Manshuria.

"Rusain's deairs for the treaty (s more
eomplex than Japan's, Dut the funda-
mentil facta In the slituation ars these:

"Firat, Rukeln  needs -Japan's help to
WAKS WAr succesnfully against Germany,

"Heoond. Rumsinn wanted some security
that Jagan‘s friendahip would continus when
the present war ends;

{'Third, Ruasla feared a rovival of Ger-
man Iinfluencs in Pakin and Toklo

"Fourth. Russin wanted Japhn to Keep
step in China's polleles mo that the world
oould not acouss Russia of undus nggrossion
agninat o wanker nalghbor.

"“The effect, broadiy mspenking, in that
Germany has now boen shut out of the
Orfent and Ameriea’s influence In the Far
Enst hus been materially weakenad, In
the event of troubls between Japan and
the United States thia country would be
materinlly weakened by the treaty, for
Ruesin could be relled upon to protect
Japan's Interests in the Orlent, allowing
the natlon to throw her entire strength Into
the Neld.”
